Bill Okamoto’s Job 


Uplander Surveyed 38th Parallel 


As Army Job In 


An Uplander drew the now 
famous 38th parallel in Korea. 


Keith Okamoto, a student at the 
University of Texas, Chaffey grad- 
uate, and son of Mr. and Mrs. T. 
Okamota, 910 West Bighteenth 
street, was a technical sergeant 
in the 657th survey battalion of 
the United States army when the 
line was marked. 

“It wasn’t any easy job,” the 
Uplander, now a graduate en- 
gineering student in Texas said. 
“We did it fast—one week from 
coast to coast. The toughest part 
was driving with those heavy in- 
truments over the rough terrain. 
That and the Russians.” 

The Uplander was interviewed 
by a Texas paper and the interest- 
ing story was a recent feature in 
the paper. 

His sister, Eva Okamoto, is a 
student at Chaffey and a brother, 
Bill, is attending California Poly 
at San Dimas. 

“We did the job because the 
Russian maps didn’t coincide with 
ours,” the Uplander tcld the Texan 
paper. ‘We worked with the Rus- 
sians,” he added. ‘‘We also ate 
ard slept with them.” 

Every town across the line in 
Red territory had 10-foot pictures 
of Stalin and Lenin on the road 
gates, he recalled. The American 
crew in a few jeeps drove back and 
forth across the line to triangulate 
the fixes: for the border. They 
stayed at Russian army outposts 
in the officers’ quarters. 

“The food wasn’t too good in 
the officers’ mess,”” Okamoto said, 
“put it was a lot better than they 
fed their enlisted men. The Red 
GI’s don’t amount to much.” 

The Americans had to get used 
to the hours the Russians call 
meal] time. First chow was at 
9 a.m.. The menu: cold soup. 

The surveyors would drive a few 
stakes and move on-across the 
parallel to the next Red camp. 
The second meal of the day could 
be had with the Russians at 4 p.m. 
Dinner was at 9 p.m. 

“That was-their big meal and it 
lasted for hours. Sometimes the 
food was fair—depending on local 
conditions. You see, the Russians 
had no supply line problems. They 
lived cff the land,” the Uplander 
explained. 

American jeeps would speed past 
old peasants walking down the 
road carrying huge bundles on 
their heads in the manner of Ko-
